thereupon, agreed to by the House as followeth: 

«< The committee to whom it was referred to prepare such standing rules, and orders 
of proceeding as may be proper to be observed in this House, have, according to order, 
prepared the same, and agreed to the following report: 

Resolved, That itis the opinion of this committee, that the rules and orders following 
are proper to be established as the standing rules and orders of this House, to wit: 


First.—Touching the Duty of the Speaker. 


He shall take the chair every day at the hour to which the House shall have ad- 
journed on the preceding day; shall immediately call the members to order, and, on 
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the appéarance of a quorum, shall cause the Journal of the preceding day to be 
read. . 
He shall preserve decorum and order ; may speak to points of order in preference 

to other members, rising from his seat for that purpose, and shall decide questions of 
_ order, subject to an appeal to the House by any two members. 

He shall rise to put 2 question, but may state it sitting. f ; 

Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, viz. “As many as are of opinion that 
(as the question may be) say Ave:” And, after the aflirinative voice is eapressed— 
* As many as are of a contrary opinion, say No.” , 

if the Speaker doubts, or a division be called for, the House shall divide; those in 
the affirmative going to the right, and thosc in the negative to the left of the chair. . If 
the Speaker still doubt, or a count be required, the Speaker shall name two members, 
one from each side, to tell the numbers in the affirmative; which being reported, he 
shall then name two others, one from each side, to tell those in the negative; which 
being alo reported, he shall rise and state the decision to the House. 

The Speaker shall appoint committees, unless it be determined by the Fouse that 
the committee shall consist of more than three members, in which casc the appoint- 
ment shall be by ballot of the House. 

In all cases of ballot by the House, the Speaker shall vote; in other cases he shall 
not vote, unless the House be equally divided, or unless his vote, if given to the mi- 
nority, will make the division equal, and in case of such equal division, the question, 
shall be lost. 

When the House adjourns, the members shall keep their seats until the Speaker go 
forth; and then the members shall follow. 


Secondly.—Of Decorum and Debate. 


‘When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to the House, 
. he shall rise from his seat, and respectfully address himself to Mr. Speaker. 
© If any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rulcs of the House, the 
Speaker shall, or any member may, call to ordur; m which case the member called to 
order, shall inmuediately sit down, unless permitted to explain, and the House shall, if 
appealed to, decide on the case, but without debate. . H there be no appeal, the deci- 
sion of the Chair shall be submitted to. 1f the decision be in favor of the member 
called to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, and the case require 
‘jt, he shall be liable to the censure of the House. ` 

When two or more members happen to rise at once, the Speaker shall name the 
member who is first to speak. 

No member shall speak more than twice to the same question without leave of the 
House; nor more than once, until every member choosing to speak, shall have spoken. 

Whilst the Speaker is putting any question, or addressing the House, none shall 
walk out of, or across the House; nor cither in such case, or when a meinber is speak- 
ing, shall entertain private discourse, or read any printed book or paper; nor whilst a 
member is speaking, shall pass between him and the chair. 

No member shall vote on any question, in the event of which he is immediately and 
particularly interested; or in any othcr case where he was not present when the ques 
tion was put. 

Fvery member who shall be in the House when a question is put, shall vote on the 
one side or the other, unless the House for special reasons shall excuse him. 

When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by the Speaker, or being 
in writing, it shall be handed to the Chair, and read aloud by the Clerk before debated. 

Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Speaker or any member desire it. 

After a motion is stated by the Speaker, or read by the Clerk, it shall be deemed to 
be in possession of the House, but may be withdrawn at any tine before a decision of 
amendment. 

When a question is under debate, no motion shall be reccived, unless to amend it, 
to commit it, for the previous question, or to adjourn. 

A motion to adjourn shall be always in order, and shall be decided without debate, 

The previous question shall be in this form: “Shall the main question be now put’? 
Tt shall only be admitted when demanded by five members; and, until itis decided, shal} 
preclude all amendment and further debate of the main question. 

On a previous question no member shall speak more than once without leave. 

Any member may call for the division of a question. where the sense will admit of ti 

or b—2 
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‘A motion for commitment, until it is decided, shall preclude all amendment of the 
fosin question. 

Motions and reports may be committed at the pleasure of the House. 

No new motion or proposition shall be admitted, under color of amendment, as g 
substitute for the motion or proposition under debate. 

Committees consisting of more than three members shall be balloted for by the 
House; if upon such ballot the number required shall not be elected by a majority of 
the votes given, the House shall proceed to a second ballot, in which a plurality of 
votes shall prevail; and in case a greater number than are required to compose or com- 
plete the committee shall have an equal number of votes, the House shall proceed to 
a further ballot or ballots. : 

In all other cascs of ballot than for committees, a majority of the votes given shall 
be necessary to an election, and where there shall not be such majority on the first 
ballot, the ballot shall be repeated until a majority be obtained. 

In all cases where others than members of the House may be eligible, there shall be 
a previous nomination. 

If a question depending be lost by adjournment of the House, and revived on the 
succeeding day, no member who has spoken twice on the day preceding shal] be 
permitted again to speak without leave. 

Every order, resolution, or vote, to which the concurrence of the Senate shall be 
necessary, shall be read to the House, and laid on the table, on a day preceding that 
in which the same shall be moved, unless the House shall otherwise expressly allow. 

Petitions, memorials, and other papers addressed to the House, shall be presented 
through the Speaker, or by a member in his place, and shall not be debated or decided 
on the day of their being first read, unless where the House shall direct otherwise; but 
shall lie on the table to be taken up in the order thcy were read. 

Any fifteen members (including the Speaker, if there is one) shall be authorized to 
compel the attendance of absent members, R 

Upon calls of the House, or in taking the ayes and noes on any question, the names 
of the members shall be called alphabetically. : 


Thirdly.— Of Bills. 


Every bill shall be introduced by motion for leave, or by an order of the Hause on the 
report of a committee, and in either case a committee to prepare the same shall be 
appointed. In cases of a general nature, one day’s notice, at least, shall be given of 
the motion to bring in a bill; and every such motion may be committed. 

Every bill shall receive three several readings in the House previous to its passage; 
and all bills shall be despatched in order as they were introduced, unless where the House 
shall direct otherwise; but no bill shall be twice read on the same day without special 
order of the House. 

The first reading of a bill shall be for information, and if opposition be made to it, the 
question shall be, ‘Shall the bill be rejected?’ If no opposition be made, or the 
question to reject be negatived, the bill shall go to its second reading without a question, 

Upon the second reading of a bill, the Speaker shall state it as ready for commitment 
or engrossment, and if committed, then a question shalt be whether to a Select Com- 
mittee, or to a Committee of the Whole House; if to a Committee of the Whole House, 
the House shall determine on what day. But if the bill be ordered to be engrossed, the 
House shall appoint the day when it shall be read the third time. After commitment, _ 
and a report thereof to the House, a bill may be re-committed, or at any time before its 

agsAge, : 
$ AL bills ordered to be engsossed shall be executed in a fair round hand. 

The enacting style of bills shall be, < Be it enacted by the Senators and Represent- 
atives of the United States in Congress assembled.” : 

When a bill shall pass, it shall be certified by the Clerk, noting the day of its passing 
at the foot thereof. > 

No bill amended by the Senate shall be committed. 


Fourthly.—Of Committees of the Whole House. 


It shall be a standing order of the day, throughout the session, for the House to 
resolve itself into a Confmittee of the Whole Hous on the State of the Union. 

In forming a Committtee of the Whole House, the Speaker shall leave his chair, and 
2 Chairman to preside-in committee shall be appointed.’ 
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Upon bills committed to a Committee of the Whole House, the bill shall be first 
read throughout by the Clerk, and then again read and debuted by clauses, leaving the 
- preamble to be last considered. The body of the bill shall not be defaced or interlined; 
but all amendments, noting the page and line, shall be duly entered by the Clerk, on 
a separate paper, as the same shall be agreed to by the committee, and so reported 
to the House. After report, the bill shall again be subject to be debated and amended 
by clauses, before a question to engross it be taken. 

AJl amendments made to an original motion in committee shall be incorporated with 
the motion, and so reported. 

‘All amendments made to a report committed to a Committee of the Whole, shall be 
noted and reported as in the case of bills. 

All questions, whether in committee or in the House, shall be propounded in the 
order they were moved, except that, in filling up blanks, the largest sum and longest day 
shall be first put. Š 

The rules of proceeding in the House shall be observed in committec, so far as they 
may be applicable, except that limiting the times of speaking.”

FRIDAY, MAY 1. 


The Speaker laid before the House a copy of the Speech of the President of the 
United States, to both Houses of Congress, delivered yesterday in the Senate chamber, 
immediately after his inauguration, as followeth: 


Fellow Citizens of the Senate and of the House of Representatives: 

Among the vicissitudes incident to life, no event could have filled me with greater 
anxieties, than that of which the notification was transmitted by your order, and re- 
ceived on the fourteenth day of the present month.—On the one hand, I was summor 

. ed by my country, whose voice I can never hear but with veneration and love, froma 
retreat which I had chosen with the fondest predilection, and in my flattering hopes, 
with an immutable decision, as the asylum of my declining years; a retreat which was 
rendered every day more necessary as well ay more dear to me, by the addition of habit 
to inclination, and of frequent interruptions in my health, to the gradual waste com- 
mitted on it by time.—On the other hand, the magnitude and difficulty of the trust to 
-which the voice of my country called me, being sufficient to awaken in the wisest and 
most experienced of her citizens, a distrustful scrutiny into his qualifications, could not . 
but overwhelm with despondence, one, who, inheriting inferior endowments from na- 
ture, and unpractised in the duties of civil administration, ought to be peculiarly con- 
scious of his own deficiencies. In this conflict of emotions, all I dare aver, is, that it has 
been, my faithful study to collect my duty from a just appreciation of every circum- 
stance by which it might be affected. All I dare hope, 3s, that, if in executing this 
task, I have been too much swayed by a grateful remembrance of former instances, oF 
by an affectionate sensibility to this transcendent proof of the confidence of my fellow 
citizens, and have thence too little consulted my incap oat as well as disinclination, for 
the weighty and untried cares before me; my error ‘will be palliated by the motives 
which misled me, and its consequences be judged by my country, with some share 
of the partiality in which they originated. > : Ase 

Such being the impressions under which I have, in obedience to the public súm- ‘ 
mons, repaired to the present station; it would be peculiarly improper to omit, in this 
first official act, my fervent suplications to that Almighty Being who rules over the 
universe—who presides in the councils of nations—and whose providential aids can sup- 
ply every human defect—that hie benediction may consecrate to the liberties and hap- 
piness of the People of the United States, a Government instituted by themselves. for 
these essential purposes, and may enable every instrument employed in ifs-administra- 
tion, to execute with success the functions allotted to his charge. la tendering this 
homage to the Great Author of every public and private good, I assure myself that it 
expresses your sentiments not less than my own; nor those of my fellow citizens at large, 
Jess than cither. No People can be bound to acknowledge and adore the invisible 
hand which conducts the affairs of men, more than the People of the United States. 
Every step by which they have advanced to the character of an independent nation, 
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reems to have been distinguished by some token of providential agency. Andin the 
important revolution just accomplished, in the system of their united government, the 
-tranquil deliberations, and voluntary consent of so many distinct communities, from 
which the event has resulted, cannot be compared with the means by which most Go- 
vernments have been established, without some return of pious gratitude, along with 
humble anticipation of the future blessings which the past seem to presage. These re- 
ficctions, arising out of the present crisis, have forced themselves too strongly on my 
mind to be suppressed. You will join with me, I trust, in thinking that there are none 
under the influence of which the proceedings ofa new and free Government can more 
auspiciously commence. 

_ By the article establishing the Executive Department, itis made the duty of the Pre- 
sident, “to recommend to your consideration such measures as he shall judge necessary 
and expedient.” The circumstances under which I now meet you, will acquit me from 
entering into that subject, further than to refer to the great constitutional charter undey 
which you are assembled, and which, in defining your powers, designates the objectsto 
which your attention is to be given. 1t will be more consistent with those circumstances, 
and far more congenial with the feclings which actuate me, to substitute, in place of a 
recommendation of particular measures, the tribyte that is due to the talents, the recti- 
tude, and the patriotism, which adorn the characters selected to devise and adopt them, 
‘In these honorable qualifications, { behold the surest pledges that, as on one side no 
local prejudices or attachments—no separate views, nor party animositics, will misdi- 
rect the comprehensive and equal eye which ought to watch over this great assemblage 
of communities and intcrests; so on another, that the foundations of our national poli 
will be laid in the purc and immutable principles of private morality; and the pre-emi- 
nence of free government be exemplified by all the attributes which can win the af 
fections of its citizens, and command the respect of the world. I dwell on this pros- 
pect with every satisfaction which an ardent love for my country can inspire: Since 
there is no truth more thoroughly established, than that there exists in the economy and 


course of nature, an indissoluble union between virtue and, happiness; between duty - 


and advantage; between the genuine maxims of an honest and magnanimous policy, . 


and the solid rewards of public prosperity and felicity: Since we ought to be no Jess 
peimaded, that the propitious smiles of Heaven can never be expected on a nation that 

isregards the eternal rules of order and ight which Heaven itself has ordained: And 
since the preservation of the sacred fire of liberty, and the destiny of the republican 
model of government, are justly considered as deeply, perhaps as finally, staked. on the 
experiment entrusted to the hands of the American People. 

Besides the ordinary objects submitted to your care, it will remain with your’ judg- 
ment to decide, how far an exercise of the occasional power, delegated by the fifth ar- 
ticle of the Constitution, is rendered expedient at the present juncture, by the nature 
of objections which have been urged against the system, or by the degree of inqutio- 
tude which has given birth to them. Instead of undertaking particular recommenda» 
tions on this subject, in which I could be guided by no lights derived from official op- 
portunities, I shall again give way to my entire confidence in your discernment and 
pursuit of the public good. For I assure myself, that whilst you carefully avoid every al-. 
teration, which might endanger the benefits of an united and effective Government, or 
which ought to await the future lessons of experience; a reverence for the characteris 
tic rights of freemen, and a regard for the public harmony, will sufficiently influence 
your deliberations on the question, how far the former can be more impregnably fortiti- 
ed, or the latter be safely and advantageously promoted? : 

Fo the preceding observations L have one to add, which will be most properly ade 
dressed to the House of Representatives. It concerns myself, and will therefore be as 
brief as possible. When I was first honored with a call into the service of my country, 
then on the eve of an arduous struggle for its liberties, the light in which 1 contemplat- 
ed my duty, required that I should renounce every pecuniary compensation, From 
this resolution I have in no instance departed.

Having thus imparted to you my sentiments, as they have been awakened by the 
sccasion which brings us together, I shall take my present leave s but not withont-re- 
sorting once more to the benign Parent of the human race, in humble” supplication,

The address of the House of Representatives to George Washington, Presiderit of the 
United States. - 


Sm: The Representatives of the People of the United States present their congra- 
tulations on the event by which your fellow citizens have attested the pre-eminence 
of your merit. You have long held the first place in their esteem. You have often 
received tokens of their affection. You now possess the only proof that remained of 
their gratitude for your services, of their reverence for your wisdom, and of their con- 
fidence in your virtues. You enjoy the highest, because the the truest honor, of being ~ 
the First Magistrate, by the unanimous choice of the freest People on the face of the earth. 

We well know the anxieties with which you must have obeyed a summons from the . 
repose reserved for your declining years, into public scenes, of which you had taken 
your leave for ever. But the obedience was due to the occasion. It is already ap- 
plauded by the universal joy which welcomes you to your station. And we cannot 
doubt that it will be rewarded with all the satisfaction with which an ardent love fop 
your fellow citizens must review successful efforts to promote their happiness. 

This anticipation is not justified merely by the past experience of your signal ser- 
vices. Itis particularly suggested by the pious impressions under which you com- 
mence your administration, and the enlightened maxims by which you mean to conduct 
it. We feel with you the strongest obligations to adore the invisible hand which has 
Jed the American People through so many difficulties, to cherish a conscious respon- 
sibility for the destiny of republican liberty ; and to seek the only sure means of pre- 
serving and recommending the precious deposte m a system of legislation founded on 
the principles of an honest policy, and directed by the spirit of a diffusive patriotism. 

- The question arising out of the fifth article of the Constitution will receive all the 
_ attention demanded by its importance ; and will, we trust, be decided, under the in- 
fluence of all the considerations to which you allude. 

In forming the pecuniary provisions for the Executive Department, we shall not lose 
sight of a wish resulting from motives which give it a peculiar claim to our regard. 
Your resolution, in a moment critical to the liberties of your country, to renounce all 
personal emolument, was among the many presages of your patriotic services, which 
havejbeen amply fulfilled; and your scrupulous adherence now to the law then imposed 
on yourself, cannot fail to demonstrate the purty, whilst it increases the lustre of a 
character which has so many titles te admiration. 

Such are the sentiments which we have thought fit to address to you. They flow” 
fromour own hearts, and we verily believe that,amongthe millions we represent, there 
is not a virtuous citizen whose heart will disown them. R 
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All that remains is, that we join in our fervent supplications for the blessings of” 


Heaven on our country ; and that we add our own for the choicest of these blessings on 
the most b-lovid of her citizens.

«fn making known td you the objections of the People of this Commonwealth to 
“he new plan of Goverment, we deem it unnecessary to enter into « particular detail 
of its defects, which they consider as involving all the great and unalienable rights of 
“freemen, Fortheirsense onthis subject, we beg leave to refer you to the proceedings of 
“their late Convention, and the sense of the House of Delegates, as expressed in their

While the measures of Government ought to be calculated to protect its citizens frora 
all injury and violence, a due regard should be extended to those Indian tribes, whose 
happiness, inthe course of events, so materially depends on the national justice and hu- 
manity of the United States. . 

If it should be the judgment of Congress, that it would be most expedient to termi- 
nate all differences in the Southern district, and to lay the foundation for future confi- 
dence, by an amicable treaty with the Indian tribes in that quarter, I think proper to 
suggest the consideration of the expedieney of instituting a tempor: commission for 
that purpose, to consist of three persons, whose authority should expire with the oc- 
casion. 

How far such a measure, unassisted by posts, would be competent to the establish- 
ment and preservation of peace and tranquillity on the frontiers, is also a matter which 
merits your serious consideration. 

Along with this object, I am induced to suggest another, with the national importance 
and necessity of which I am deeply impressed; I mean some uniform and effective sys- 
tem for the militia of the United States. It is unnecessary to offer arguments in recom- 
mendation of a measure, on which the honor, safety, and well-being of our country so 
evidently, and so essentially depend. 

But it may not be amiss to observe, that I am particularly anxious it should receive a3 
early attention as circumstances will admit; because it is now in our power to avail our- 
selves of the military knowledge disseminated throughout the several States, by means 
of the many well-instructed officers and soldiers of the late army—a resource which is 
daily diminishing by deaths and other causcs. 

To suffer this peculiar advantage to pass away unimproved, would be to neglect an 
opportunity which will never again occur, unless unfortunately we should again be in- 


volved in a long and arduous war,

less than one Representative for every fifty thousand persons. 

2. No law varying the compensation of the members to Congress shall take cffect, 
until an election of Representatives shall have intervened. 

3.. Congress shall make no law establishing religion, or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof, nor shall the rights of conscience be infringed. i 

4. The freedom of speech, and of the press, and the right of the People peaceably 
to assemble and consult for their common good, and to apply to the Government for 
redress of grievances, shall not be infiinged. 

5. A wel regulated militia, composed of the body of the People, being the best se- 
curity of a free State, the right of the Pcople to kecp and bear arms shall not be in- 
fringed ; but no one religiously scrupulous of bearing arms, shall be compelled to ren- 
der military service in person. ' 

6. No soldier shall, in time of peace, be quartered in any house, without the consent 
of the owner ; nor in time of war, but in a manner to be prescribed by law. 

7. No person shall be subject, except in case of impeachment, to more than one trial 
ër one punishment for the same offence ; nor shall be compelled, in any criminal case, 
to be witness against himself; norbe deprived of life, liberty, or property, without due 
process of law; nor shall private property be taken for public use, without just con- 

ensation. 
P 8. Excessive bail shall not be required; nor excessive fines imposed; nor cruel and 
unusual punishments inflicted. 
~ 9. The right of tle People to be secure in their persons, houses, papers, and effects, 
against unreasonable scarches and seizures, shall not be violated ; and no warrants shalt 
issue but upon probable cause, supported by oath or afirmation, and particularly de- 
scribing the place to be searched, and the persons or things to be seized. 
10. The enumeration in this Constitution of certain rights, shall not be construed ta 
deny or disparage others retained by the People. 
11. No State shall infringe the right of trial by Jory in criminal cases ; nor the rights 
of conscience ; nor the freedom of speech or of the press. 1 
12. Noappeal.to the Supreme Court of the United States shall be allowed, where the 
value in controversy shall not amount to one thousand dollars ; nor shall any fact, triable 
by a jury according to the course of the common law, be otherwise Te-examinable than 
according to the rules of common law. < i os 
13. In all griminal prosecutions, the accused shail enjoy the right to a speedy and 


public trial ; to be informed of the nature and cause of the accusation ; to be confronted- 


with the witnesses against him; to have compulsory process for obtaining witnesses in 
his favor; and to have the assistance of counsel for his defence. - 
14. The trial of all crimes, (except in cases of impcachment, and in cases arising in 


the land or naval forces, or in the militia when in actual service in time-of wat or public 
danger, ) shall be by an impartial Jury of the yicinage, with the requisite of unanimity 
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for conviction, the right of challenge, and other accustomed requisites; and no person 
shall be held to answer for a capital or otherwise infamous crime, unless on a present- 
ment or indictment by a grand jury; but if a crime be committed in a place in the pos- 
session of an enemy, or in which an jnsurrection may prevail, the indictment and trial 
may by law be authorized in some other place within the same State. à 

15. In suits at common law, the right of trial by jury shall be preserved. 

16. The powers delegated by the Constitution to the Government of the United 
States, shall be exercised as therein appropriated, so that the Legislative shall never ex- 
ercise the powers vested in the Executive or Judicial; nor the Executive the powers 
vested in the Legislative or Judicial ; nor the J udicial the powers vested in the Legislative 
or Executive. z 

The 17th article, in the words following, to wit: “ The powers not delegated by 
the Constitution, nor prohibited by it to the States, are reserved to the States respect- 
ively,” being under debate, a motion was made, and the question being put to amend 
the same by inserting after the word “not,” the word * expressly.”
